Claim 21 also rcedes diat the host systesn has 
low level resources that allow it to communicate with the target network, Onee the client system 
has beeti idcmified aa a member of the cooperative networking grorsp, tire host system caji 
provide the secure tunjicl in the host systejrt via the low level communication, rcsoinces thai 
already exist in the host system. Since ail of the communication from the chcni system will be 



directed to that software on the hosl and the host application software has beet? configured to 
ensure thai the commimication do not access other resources of the host system, the iBvented 
system i.mpfej.»ents a preventative secure system for the host system by conitollmg the 
appHcauoa ^xjitAvare on both the cHetit and the hast systems. The provision of the security is not 
a low level security feature, but one impiemcBted by the host appiicadon software as d is directly

1ihe Ii.\anvincr rejected eiaims 21-45 and 48 under 35 USC 102 and being anticipated by 
Rai (US 6377,982). Ciiaim 21 has been snbstantiady amended to clarify the nature of the 
invemioB, Claim 21 now recites to a complete system that specifies fl) that the application 
software provided on the cheni is configured to ideolify it as a rnembcr of a cooperanve 
networking group, (2) that the host system has tnatching appiicaiion software that is configured 
to cammuaieate with the now identified client system, (3) that the host system has low level 
resources by which a iunnei to the target network is created and (4) timt the application software 
on ti^e host system will ensure the security of the host system's resources by ensuring that the 
ciiei^i systen$ does no;, access any resources ootside of tlie low level resources used to access the 
target network. This is differeot from Rai, Rai is directed n^ai,niy to describing conventional 
turcKlirsg .>>su'tn.. iTc ercaiion e.^ a uav:u-| thruugh a h<ist is ^\ has. -s reierred u> ni ei.erc 2 i the 
low level resources, Tlie applicant ts irsvention is not directed to the physical creatiors of the 
communication tunnel, but the implementation of a system whereby the low level tunned is 
created, used and secured by a higher level applicatiorj software tiiai is in comnranieation widi a 
cliciu s>-steni. Saels a Sv-,yten! is not described in the euTrentiy cited prior an. .-Ns Sv5eii, the 
Examiner's rejection is traversed. 



Ck-iins 22-26, 2S-3(! avid 31-45 are depciidcrii clain-s on cla-im 21 and shouid be 
allowable for the same reasons that claim 21 is allowabie.
